Scott Is a Forgotten Person. 


Attorney Lewis H. Bisbee, who is one of the 
attorneys by whom John S. Scott was em- 
ployed, like most other people who ever em- 
ployed this mah, has forgotten him. He said 
last night: Tes, Scott has been employed 
by me, but I do not know where he can be 
found, Some six weeks ago when he did 
some work in connection with the gambling 
raids he liyed somewhere on Michigan ave- 
nue, between Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets. He was a very quiet, unassuming 
man, who seemed to have a great faculty 
for keeping his own counsel. He talked very 
little, and never had anything to say about 
himself. As to his appearance I can only re- 
member that it was respectable. He looked 
like a straightforward, honest man. I should 
judge that he was about 35 years old, and 
temperate in his habits. He wore a black 
mustache and Gressed well. I think,“ said 
Mr. Bisbee, with a twinkle in his eye, that 
the Civic Federation people can tell you all 
about him.” 8 

Along Cotta e Grove avenue, from Thirty- 
fifth to Thirty-ninth streets, the recent mani- 
festations of Tammany methods in Chicago, 
as shown by the harrying of Republican 
saloonkeepers, has created a veritable panic. 
Two weeks ago last Sunday night Moegel- 
vang & Dalgaard felt the heavy hand of Hop-

Detectives from 
Stanton Avenue Station entered the place, ar- 
rested the parties, and took them in the patrol 
wagon to the Stanton Avenue Station. They 
were booked for gambling. Their cases were 
tried by Justice Glennon and the men first 
entered the plea of not guilty, saying that no 
money was at stake and that they were play- 
ing only for the drinks. They were informed 
that this in itself was gambimg and they then 
pleaded guilty and were made to pay the costs. 
Justice Glennon wes inclined to laugh at the 
zealous officers and hinted that their activity 
might be directed to more practical ends. 


“De Push” Went After Them. 


Moegelvang said last night: Yes, I was 
one of the first sufferers from the new meth- 
ods of Hopkins and Peter Foy, his lieutenant 
in this part of town. ‘Foy runs a saloon at 
No. 90 Thirty-ninth street. Our place is No. 
3751 Cottage Grove avenue. It is notorious 
that Foy runs a wide open game. Nobody in 
this neighborhood, or in fact, as he himself 
says, south of Twenty-second street, can dc a 
profitable sa business without an under- 
ing | him, 1 understand this perfectly 

In fact, Foy told me as mucha few 
dafs after the arrests were made at my 
saloon. I més him on the street and he 
asked me howl was getting along. I told 
him that I was not getting along well, that 
men had been arrested for playing cards in 
my saloon and that I was sure I knew who was 
responsible for the arrest. He sighed and 
said: Tes, I am free to tell you that I had 
your place raided.” I have quit going against 
Foy. It costs too much. He is the kmg 
bee down here, and if he tells the police to 
raid any saloon his word goes, If I were to 
go to Foy tomorrow and say to him, ‘ Now, 
old man, you are a good fellow, but you are 
too strong. Here is a $100 bill. You go 
down to the City Hall and see what you can 
do for me. I want the fly cops to let me alone 
and to let me run a quiet place.’ He would 
fix things for me inside of three hours. 
That’s what I’ve got to do in order to make 
a living. Foy knows it and all saloon keep- 
ers in this neighborhood know it. Most of 
them have come up with the stuff. Those 
that haven’t are being watched by the flycops 
all the time, and lately they have been in all 
kinds of trouble. Foy, and those who have 
an understanding with him, run their saloons 
ali night. The rest of us are the victims 
of spies. A policeman came to me a 
few uights ago and said that two men 
were seen leaving my saloon at 1:30, 
and that I must close up earlier. This 
in spite of the fact that those same men could 
go up to ope of the Foy saloons and get a 
drink at any hour. The fly cops from Stan- 
ton Avenue Station used to climb up in the 
trees in the rear of my saloon and watch us 
at night. If they had gone to the rear of 
Foy’s saloon they could have heard the 


poker chips rattle until morning. My trou- 


ble is that I am not in with the 
ward push and they have it in for me. I 
voted for Hopkins last time, but it will be a 
long time before I willdoitagain. I was a 
Democrat, but I will not be blackmailed by 
the Democrats in the City Hall, though no- 
body can make a living in the saloon busi- 
ness unless he stands in with them.”’ 
Spotied Charlie's Little Game. 


A familiar character in the neighborhood of 
Cottage Grove avenue and Thirty-ninth street 
is one Charlie, whose last name nobody 
kzows. He tells this story: You see it was 
this way. I gets a place in Tillot- 
son & Fell’s livery stable at No. 
50 Thirty-ninth street. We starts a 
quiet game. Foy keeps an eye on me and 
protects me. I have to pay the rent of the 
livery stable and pay Foy a good big piece of 
the money that comes in. A week ago Sun- 
day night the fly cops swooped down on us, 
breaks up the game ard collars a half dozen of 
the boys. I told him it was part Foy’s 


game; that I was in with him. The fly cop 


who did the talking is a smooth-shaved fellow 
from Stanton Avenue Station. I don’t know 
his name. I would like to know it. When | 
tells him that Foy was my side partner he says, 
By George, I didn’t know that’—says it just 
like that, you know. Well, I says, it’s straight 
anyway. Well,“ he says, ‘I suppose I got to 
call the wagon on you now anyway. He 
seemed sorry when I told him that I was 
working for Foy and kept telling me that he 
didn’t know it was Foy’s place. The gang all 
went over to Stanton avenue, and now I ain’t 
doing nothing.”’ 

Charlie was then asked if there was much 
left for him after he had paid the rent to the 
livery people and the commission to Foy. 

„ Weil, it was a pretty good thing.“ he 
said. “But Foy got a big chunk of the 
money and he always got his money before 
the livery people got theirs. The expenses of 
the trial eat up all my share.“ 

Over in the E.eventh Ward the Tammany 
methods of the Hopkins gang are in active 
operation. All policemen have been instruct- 
ed to order saloonkeepers who have pictures 
of Republican candidates in their win- 
dows or on their walis to 
remove them or they will get into trouble. 
Some of the more loyal Republican saloonists 
refused to do this, and the “trouble” has 
resulted in their cases in enforcing the mida- 
night closing a" relentlessly. , 


SPEAKS OF HIS PEN. 


A. OONAN DOYLE DELIVERS A LEOT- 
URE ABOUT HIMSELF. 


Popular Novelist Appears in Central Mu- 
sic Hall and Delights a Large Audi- 
ence with Reminiscences of His Works 
“Humorous References to Early At- 
tempts to Make Literary Fame—Sher- 
lock Holmes and His Wonderful Abil- 

. ity as a Detective, 

It was a large and naturally an intellectual 
audience that gathered in Central Music Hall 
last night to hear A. Conan Doyle talk about 
his own writings. It was not such an audience 
as one woulc see at a theater; it was more 
like the Sunday evening assemblage in a 
fashionable church, and when the lecturer 
made a good point it expressed its approval 
by decorous applause. 

The titlé of Dr. Doyle’s lecture was Read- 
ing and Reminiscences, Specially Prepared for 
the American Tour.“ He dwelt on his boy- 
hood and his early attempts at literature, 


when the manuscript came back with discour- . 


aging persistency, and when he drifted into a 
line of writing that he had since had no rea- 
son to feel proud of. His talk held the atten- 
tian of the audience, more by reason of the 
interest aroused by frequent allusions to per- 
sonal incidents and to characters in his books, 
with whom all present were familiar, than by 
any attempt at dramatic effect or elocution. 

Dr. Doyle was introduced by H. N. Higin- 
botham. He began his lecture by saying it 
was naturally repugnant to a man to stand 
upon a public platform and talk fo people about 
his own work. It made‘one feel, he said, how 
insignificant he and his works were. The 
situation, however, had its compensation, for 
if he read the worksof a friend and read them 
badly, he did that friend an injury, whereas 
in reading his own works he could oniy in- 
jure himself. e 

When He Met Thackeray. 

His impressions of literature werein the 
misty recollections of childhood, when at his 
father’s house in Glasgow he met a great 
man. This man was gigantic, from the view 
of ‘*2-foot nothing,“ and the boy was partie- 
ularly fascinated by the distortion of the vie 
itor’s nose. This visitor was Wiiliam Make 
peace Thackeray, and Dr. Doyle was proud to 
remember he had once sat upon his knee. 
The lecturer said he believed he owed to 
his mother the love of a well told story 
that had always remained with him. 
If he only bad the faculty which his mother 
had of telling long stories, dealing them out 
in short portions every night and keeping up 
the interest until the next installment, he 
should never want for readers. 

Dr. Doyle told a humorous story about his 
first literary effort. He started a book at the 
mature age of 6 years. It was written on 
foolscap paper in a bold round hand, four 
words to the line. In it were a man 
and a tiger. They were separate at 
first, but in the course of the story became 
blended and then he didn’t know how to get 
on. The book, like the man, was permanently 
ingulfed in the tiger. 

As a boy. he was an omniverous reader, and 


he told how a library official made a new rule 


for his special case, providing no one should 
change books more than three times a day. 
Once he had a money box so full 
he could hardly slip a knife blade 
into it, This accumulation of wealth was 
a source of both pleasure and anxiety to him. 
He did not know what to do with it. 
The Problem 6olved. 


Fortunately his parents solved the problem 


„tot Lim. One morning be found the moner~ 


box empty anda whole, bright new thirty 
volume edition of the Waverley novels facing 
him. While at that time he doubted the wis- 
dom of this purchase, when he had neither a 
foot ball nor a bow and arrow, and in his mind 
placed Walter Scott between English gram- 
mar and codliver oil in the list of 
his antipathies, he believed the whole course 
of his thoughts was altered by those books: 
They interested him in the past and laid the 
foundation for his future work. In the eight 
years of his public school life it was his habit 
to have his Euclid on his desk and Washing- 
ton Irving or some other congenial author on 
his knee, and it gave him asquint yet to 
think how he managed to appear to be look- 
ing at one thing while he was, in fact, look. 
ing at another. His real education was going 
on under the desk. 

When, at 17, he visited London, the first 
thing he did was to go and stand by the 
tomb of Macaulay, who had stimulated in 
his mind that interest in the past which had 
been awakened by Scott. 


Dr. Doyle next spoke of his early writings, ; 


of short stories sent to prominent journals, 
and, to his surprise, accepted, and of ten 
years’ work for English magazines as an 
anonymous writer, in no one year of 
which did he make $250 by his 
pen. Atthe end of ten years he was as un- 
known to the reading public as when he be- 
an. 

° Tells of Sherlock Holmes, 

About this time a man appeared in his life 
who had been a great friend to him, and 
whom he feared he had not treated with suf- 
ficient consideration. He referred to Mr. 
Sherlock Holmes of Baker street. Dr. Doyle 
told how he had conceived the idea that 
a detective story could be built 
on scientific and literary lines and 
how he had carried out that plan. 
Edgar Allan Poe had first showed the possi- 
bility of making sucha story extremely sen- 
sational and yet having it literature. He 
read two selections from the Holmes stories 
and said he had often been amused by friends 


expecting him to tell all about folks by look- 


ing at waistcoat buttons. He had been del- 
uged with letters from all parts of the world 
sent by people who wanted him to clear up 
mysteries and had been roundly scolded for 
killing Sherlock Holmes, 

In conclusion Dr. Doyle told how he had 
other views than writing detective stories. 
The bent of his mind was towards historical 
romance, He related the difficulty he had in 
finding a publisher for ** Micah Clarke,“ and 
how it finally fell into the hands of Andrew 


Lang. who recommended it to a publisher. 


Since that time there had been a door open to 
him in the temple of literature if he could 
only find something worthy to brmgin. The 
lecturer spoke of his other works and ended 
by reading the conclusion of that grim story, 
The Lord of Chateau Noir.“

Vincent Degon wies, a Russian laborer, who 
ives at No. 136 Cleaver street, ig confined at 
the West Chicago Avenue Police Station 
under an accusation of burglary. He is ac- 
cused with being the person who brought 
about Mrs. A. Christian’s conversion. The 


strongest evidence against Dogonwicz is that 


he has lately purchased considerable property 
—more than a laborer working for $1.25 a 
day would have money enough to buy. 
Mrs. Christian’s prejudice against banks 
caused her to bury ber money in the earthen 
floor of the cellar of her house. There was 
$5,000 m gold and $4,000 in greenbacksand 
it was ail snugly packed in an iron pot and 
covered with a foot of earth by Mrs. Chris- 
tian herself. One day last spring she 
went to look at it to see if itt 
was yet secure, and found it gone. She made 
a search of the cellar and found a tunnel 
leading from it to a vacant outbuilding stand- 
ing in the rear of the house near the alley. 
In the cellar were found a long piece of iron, 
evidently used in tindmg the treasure 
by proddmg the earthen floor, and 
a shovel used in diggmg it up. 
next door to Mrs. Christian at that time lived 
Dogonwiez. It was said the shovel belonged 
to him and he was arrested. Nothing could 
be proven against him, however, and he was 
released. He denied ownership of the shovel. 
Mrs. Christian did not press the case against 
him, as he threatened to prosecute her for 
falee arrest if she persisted, “ 

The services of a private detective agency 
were secured by Mra, Christian, and from 
that time until yesterday the Russian bas 
been closely watched. Until recently, how- 
ever, he has made no move that 
would indicate he had become suddenly pos- 
sessed of any considerable amount of money. 
Shortly after his arrest last spring he moved 
to No. 180 Cleaver street. He still continued 
to work gs a laborer, though at somewhat in- 
frequent intervals, Within a few days the 
officers who have been quietly working on the 
case discovered that Dogonwicz had for some 
weeks been in possession of several lots in a 
distant part of the city and that he 
was about to make other purchases. Upon 
this he was arrested. Other evidence against 
him was the discovery of a chisel in Mrs. 
Christian’s cellar which belonged to him. 

Mrs. Christian is a widow, and said to pos- 
sess considerable property in the northwest- 
ern section of the city. It is expected that 
Dogonwicz will be arraigned this morning 
for a preliminary hearing.

Rows of Closed Desks and Vacant Stools to 
Be Found in All the Municipal Offices, 
but the City Pay-Roll Shows No Evi- 
dences of Shrinkage=Mechanism of the 
Hopkins Machine=District Bosses Who 
Are Bigger than Ward Leaders=The 
City Pays the Freight. 


The citizen who goes to the City Hall these 
days on business bent finds a strange state of 
affairs theré. The place is almost deserted. 
The head of a department who can be found 
at his desk occupied in his legitimate work is 
rarer than a white blackbird. In every de- 
partment and every room there are rows 
of closed desks or vacant stools. 
Reference to the pay-rolls shows that 
the men who ought to be occupying these 
desks and stools are faithfully drawing a 
share of the taxes every month.

Mechanism of the Machine. 


It is interestmg to inspect this peculiar 
machine somewhat closely. One of its 
effects has been to nearly depopulate 
the City Hall of its em ployés. 
They are out working fot Hopkins. 
How? The plan is ridiculous in its simplicity 
once it is known. The theory of the construe- 
tion of a city political machine hinges upon 
tne ward organization. This is its strength, 
but Hopkins saw that this strength might 
under certain circumstances be turned against 
himself, and so he evolved his own plan. 
He took the various ward organizations and 
coupled them, thus dividing the city into sev- 
enteen districts.“ Over each district a City- 
Hall tax-eater, or some person deriving an in- 
come from city funds, was placed in com- 
mand. The result to Democracy and to Hop- 
kinsism may be readily stated. Democracy 
was made completely subservient to Hopkins- 
ism. The result to the citizens may be as 
readily stuted. It is almost impossible to find 
a single city employé at his desk domg his 
work. 

Some examples:

Discount on Ward Leaders. 


And so in every office. These employés are 
men upon whose word the tenure of office of 
the minor thousands hangs. Thus they hold 
those actually in office in line. But they now 
also hold the rod over the ward leader. He is 
no longer sole boss in his territory. There is 
the bigger boss to de propitiat- 
ed, that bigger boss being merely 
aninstrument of the Great Boss Hopkins. 
Thus overweening ambitions on the part of 
ward leaders are kept in check. Bath-House 
John may be leader of the First Ward, but 
then John McCarthy, Superintendent of 
Streets, is the leader of District 1, which in- 
cludes béth the First and Second Wards. 
Thus it is that William E. Crossette, 
Superintendent of the Water Office, 
is Secretary of the Second District, 
which holds sway over the ward organ- 
izations of the Third and Fourth Wards. 
Thus Col.“ Harry Donovan, Gas Inspector, 
commands the ward organizations of the 
Twentieth, Twenty-first, and T wenty-second 
Wards, assisted by City Collector F. X. 
Brandecker. 

Scarcely a man is upon this roster of Sosses 
who does not draw money from the city 
treasury. There is not one of them who even 
pretends to be at his office or attending to his 
city duties. They have other work to do. 
They are watching for insubordination in the 
rank and file of the party, for undue ambi- 
tion on the part of precinct Captains or ward 
leaders, to the faithful they are preaching the 
worship of Boss Hopkins, to the hesitating 
they have promises or threats. 

There was but one obstacie to the perfect 
carrying out of the Hopkins plan.

FLEMING EXPECTS TO LAND HIS CABLE. 


On His Way to Washington Regarding the 
English-Hawalian Proposition. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 26.—Sanfora 
Fleming, Commissioner from the Canadian 
Government to Hawaii, arrived on the 
steamer Alameda today. He said he and W. 
H. Mercer of the Colonial Office in London, 


who came with him today, went there, in pur- 


suance of a resolution of the Governments of 
Canada and Australia. to lay a Pacific cable. 
There are a number of islands in possession 
of Great Britain between Australia and 
Canada, across which the cable might be 
stretched as stepping stones across 
the ocean. He mentioned the Solomon, 
Gilbert. and Fiji groups. and Northford and 
Fanning Islands. With stations at these points 
there would be no absolute necessity for land- 
ing the cable on islands which are not British. 
However, the projectors of the enterprise ap- 
preciate the business considerations which 
make it essential that any Pacific cable shall 
touch all islands of Samoa and Hawaii. Sa- 
moa it is proposed to reach by a short branch 
from Fiji, and it would be possible to connect 
Hawaii by a branch from the nearest mid- 
ocean station at Fanning Island, a Brit- 
ish possession, which is over 800 miles 
distant from Honolulu. By the 
terms of Hawaii’s treaty of reciprocity 
with the United States, Hawaii is forbidden 
to grant any other power any lease or lien 
upon any portion of its territory. It is un- 
derstood, according to Mr. Fleming, the first 
step of the Hawaiian Government wiil be to 
appeal to Washington for assent to grant the 
privileges. No difficulty is anticivated. 
Messrs. Fleming and Mercer will proceed to 
Washington to urge their cause. At Hono- 
lulu H. M. S. Hyacinthe was at their service, 
accompanied by the British Minister. They 
were taken on the Hyacinthe to inspect Bird 
Island and make the necessary soundings in 
the vicinity.

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GREAT RECEPTION GIVEN THE MAINE 


_ STATESMAN AT WATERLOO. 


Fully 15,000 People Attend the Principal 


Meeting, Where the Hause Leader Has 
to Speak Twice~He Takes Part in Other 
Col. Henderson’s Reception Is Most En- 
thustastic~Tariff and the Condition of 
Workingmen the Themes. : 


Warer.oo, Ia., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—T 
day has seen the largest political gathering in 
Waterloo that has ever been held in the 
northern part of the State. Fully 15,000 
people have listened t speeches by Thomas 
B. Reed, Gen. Henderson, Congressman 
Hitt of Illinois, Col. Henderson, ex- 
Congressman Struble, ex-Congressman 
Sweeney. Farmer Coffin, Congress- 
man Updegraff, Speaker Stone, Chair- 
man Blythe, and a number of ether State 
speakers. This afternoon the park was filled 
at the Reed meetings, and. tonight there are 
four large meetings in progress, each one of 
them being attended by thousands of people. 
The evening trains added to the throngs, and 
never before in the history of the State has 
there been more enthusiasm manifested over 
a Congressional campaign or e Congressional 
candidate than was shown for Col. Henderson 
this afternoon and this evening. 

The meeting was State-wide in its charac- 
ter, too. Every one of the eleven Congres- 
sional districts, with one exception, was rep- 
resented at the meeting, while mearly ev- 
ery county of the Third, Fourth, and Fifth 
Districts had a large following here. In the 
early morning the weather was threatening, 
but before noon the skies cleared and 
the weather this afternoon could not possibly 
have been better. Mr. Reed and the escort- 
ing party which went to Minneapolis to meet 
him arrived at 2 Oclock this morning iu 
President Ives’ car in charge of Supt. 
Goodell of the B., C. R. and N. R. R. Col. 
Henderson, Gen. Henderson, Mr. Hitt, and 
some of the other speakers arrived during 
the night, and by 9 o'clock this morning the 

ple were beginning to pour into the city 
rom all directions. 

From 10:30 o'clock to 1 o’clock Reed and 
the other speakers held a reception, and the 
reception parlora of the largest hotel in the 
city were crowded for nearly three hours. By 
this time the excursion ns were all in, and 
the city was alive with bands of music and 
marching clubs. There were thirteen brass 
bands here, and after luncheon the bands were 
combined into one organization of 147 musi- 
cians, which led the marching column that 
escorted Mr. Reed tothe East Side Park, 
where the main speéch of the day was made. 
This was the largest band that has ever played 
together at one time in the State, and it made 
a decided sensation as the column passed 
through the streets. Behind the carriages 
— te the speakers came the marching 
clubs, ind amo them was the Republican 
club of the State University at Iowa City, which 
had come up by special train 150 strong. 
This club added to the general enthusiasm by 
their college yell. 

Great Reception to Orators. 


The marching clubs of the Third District 
followed and the column made a magnificent 
appearance. As it passed through the princi- 
pal street on the way to the park the appear- 
ance of the carriage containing Mr. Reed and 
Col. Henderson was the signal for cheers 
from each side of the crowded stfeet. Mr. 
Reed took the reception calmly. He had been 
in this district before and knows how the peo- 
ple idolize Col. Henderson. The latter is on 
erutches and is not able to make any extend- 
ed sp2eches at any of the meetings, though 
he is always compelled to answer to calls 
and apeak for afew moments. The sight of 
him on crutches appeals to the people, and it 
is not necessary for him to say much, but the 
people insist upon seeing and shaking hands 
with him. Congressman Hitt, who remem- 
bers Mr. Bashor, the Democratic-Populist 
candidate for Congress against Cel. Hender- 
son, having met him as an opponent at one 
time in his own district, took occasion to give 
him and the Democratic party of this district 
a home thrust in his address which was highly 
appreciated by the audience. At 2 o’clock 
this afternoon the speaking was commenced 
at the East Side. 

There is no way Of estimating how many 
people were in the park at the outdoor meet- 
ing. The committee had placed seats in a 
space over which they concluded the utter- 
ances of the speakers could be understood, 
but it was not big enough to hold the crowd. 
People filled the aisies which had been lett 
and as far as Reed’s voice could be heard 
men stood tightiy packed and listened until 
the meeting was over. Some said there were 
10,000 people present. and others put the 
figure as high as 15,000, but all agreed it 
was the largest political meeting ever held in 
this part of the State. 

Charles W. Mullan of Waterloo was Presi- 
dent of the day, and after a glee club had 
sung a few verses about the Czar,“ which 
were heartily cheered, Mr. Reed was intro- 
duced, After the storm of applause his ap- 
pessoas called forth he spoke in part as ſol- 
ows: 

The accumulation of money in this country is 
due to the fact that we are an industrious people, 
but for the last two years there has been a new 
phase in the history of our American institutions. 
A large part of the laboring people have been 
idle, their accumulations have ceased and also 
the luxuries, and in many cases the necessities of 
the laboring people have ceased to exist as well. 
Starvation and penury, however, are not the rule, 
because under the beneficent rule of the Repub- 
lican party the accumulations the laboringmen 
were able to make have not yet been exhausted, 
and they can stand more than two ‘‘years more 
of Grover before going to the voorhouse. 

As civilization extends its influences our wants 
are increased until what in former times would 
be luxuries become simple necessities. 


No Epithets for Democrats. 


I have no epithets to apply to the Democratic 
party. Inthe good old times it used to be the 
custom of the party leaders to stand up in line 
and abuse each other: We don't have to do that 
now that is, the Republicans don't have to. 

A voice—The Democratic party is dead. 

Mr. Reed—No, the Democratic party will never 
die, for there has 8 to be a hinder part to 
every wagon, but the Democratic party is going 
into an eclipse, helped into it by the aid of the 
votes of honest Democrats. 

While I have no epithets to apply to the party 
Idon't think we can 6 upon the con- 
fessions of the leaders, Now let us look at the 
question in a business way. Business sense is 
about as good as any kind of sense that we have. 
Two years hence, five years, ten years hence, 
there will be some other duty to perform. God 
will give us wi to perform it. Let us see 
what we can get out of the present wreck. We 
don’t expect to save the ship, but I think we 
may be able to save enough to make a stronger 
and more steadfast ship than before.

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ANOTHER TAMMANY IDOL FALLS, 
DENUDED OF A REPUTATION. 


Recorder Smyth Shown to Have Been *® 
Friend of Criminals and the People 
Are Amazed<Hill’s Followers Anx- 
fously Look for Groverian Words of 
Comfort, but the Reform Club Dashes 
Their Hopes by Denouncing Their 
Ticket—Sheehan on the Rack. 

New Yor, Oct. 26.—[Special. What the 
Archbishop of Canterbury was to Sidney 
Smith Recorder Smyth has been to New- 
Yorkers. Thatisto say, their one illusion. 
Unfortunately the disclosures of this week are 
dismissing the Recorder into the limbo of all 
their other illusions. It is hot that the Recorder 
has been shown to be a corrupt judge, but it 
is that he will never again be known as a ter- 
ror to evil-doers.” The departure of the Re- 
corder’s rather theatrical reputation in this 
respect has far more than a local significance. 
Ta.amany is national, and the Recorder has 
been the enduring buttress of Tammany, and 
is today the only respectable candidate on its 
ticket. Not that he has mixed in politics. 
He had too much respect for his ,office for 
that, though always avowing his devotion to 
the wigwam. But for years, whenever every 
other Tammany official was under a cloud, 
the braves could point to the General Sessions 
and say: There is Recorder Smyth, a ter- 
tor to evil-doers.”’ 

They can do so no longer. This afternoon 
the fact came out that the Recorder recently 
dismissed an indictment for forgery after an- 
other Judge of the General Sessions had re- 
fused todo so. This only Oct. 8, about the 
time he was renominated to succeed himself. 
The indicted man had along record as a 
swindler. The case against him was appar- 
ently perfectly clear. 

FeMows Ia Surprised. 

The transaction was so singular the Tam- 
many District Atturney, Col. Fellows, took 
the papers with the Recorder’s endorsement 
onthem and locked them up in his private 
desk. They were only Rot out of it bya 
threat fromthe Judge (Cowing) who re. 
fused dismissal to have the desk broken open. 
When the papers were produced and Judge 
Cowing saw bis collea zue's endorsement really 
was on them, he said: “This is a serious 
matter. I cannot discuss it.“ Neither the 
Recorder nor the District Attorney has made 
any explanation, though both have been 
pressed for one. / 

Earlier in the week the fierce white light 
that beats upon a candidate revealed the fact 
that the terror to evil-doers’’ had let loose 
upon the community a notorious burglar, 
whose pal was sentenced to five years by 
another Judge of the same court. The Re- 
corder suspended sentence on this man, 
although he had pleaded not guilty, had been 
tried and convicted, there was not a dis- 
coverable mitigating circumstance.

respect. A decent Recorder is always a 
terror to evil-doers.“ Hackett used to bear 
the same title. Hoffman fourid the office a 
steppmg-stone to the Governorship. There is 
a curious childish superstition in the town 
that the Recorder, somehow or other, 
protects it from burglars, rioters, highway- 
men, and the like critninals whom the fat cit- 
izen most fears. Noone ever speaks or ap- 
parently thinks of the three other General 
Sessions Judges and one Oyer and Terminer 
Judge, who have precisely the same criminal 
jurisdiction. People like to have a Recorder- 
ship in the family. The De Peysters have just 
stuck up in Trinity church-yard a huge gilt 
monument to their ancestor, John Watts, 
The last Colonial Recorder. 

It looks more and more as if the next Re- 
cordership would be in the Goff family, as the 
disclosures about the present terror to evil- 
doers ’’ are in frightful contrast to the daily 
doings of the counsel to the Lexow commit- 
tee, doings which are of as much interest in 
Custom-House place, Chicago. as in Tam- 
many’s other and native strongholds.

A decision adverse to Kate Kane’s candidacy

After announcing that the decision in the 
Populist contest, that has occupied the atten- 
tion of the rd for several days, would 
be made Monday, the board summarily 
ruled that Mies Kane was not elizible 
as a candidate for the suffrage of Cook Coun- 
ty electors. The decision was broadly that 
the sex of the nominee disqualified her and 
she would not be given a place on the ticket. 
As Miss Kane is not a voter for the office in 
question the board held she could not, become 
a candidate. The petition on which Attorney 
Kate Kane’s application was made was signed 
by 3,175 men voters of the Republican, 
Democratic, People’s, and Socialistic parties. 
It was signed by men of all religions and na- 
tionalities and business-men and public off. 
cials all over the city. Such men as Fernando 
Jones, Gus Van Buren, E. ol, Judge 
Payne, Chief of Police Brennan, and Attorney 
William Forrest were on the petition. Miss 
Kane was not present in court when the de- 
cision was rendered, and when told that the 
decision had been rendered said: 5 
„was not aware any exceptions to m 

nomination bad been filed. The board had 
no authority to 2 upon my candidacy. 
The statute provides that a Probute Court 
shall exist in counties of more than 50,000 
people. The only provision is that the person 
shall be over 25 years of age, which lam, 
and that candidate shall have resided in the 
State and county for the last five years pre- 
ceding election.

Comment by Scales. 


Judge Scales said in reference to the action 
of the boardin striking off the ticket the 
name of Miss Kate Kane women wére uot yet 
entitled to vote for county offices and a wom- 
an was not qualified to hold the position of 
Probate Judge. The real reason, said 
Judge Scales, why arguments were not 
heard in the matter was that Miss Kane was 
not represented orin court when we were 
ready to proceed. However, if Miss Kane 
really desires to argue the matter there is yet 
time before the report of the board is made 
up. Judge Scales was reticentas to defin- 
ing the word ** qualified as he had used it, 
but said there was yettime to consider the 
matter if the application was in order. 

When the Board of Review convened Attor- 
ney Gox read a number of affidavits from 
delegates who were at the Twelfth Street Tur- 
ner Hall convention detailing the action of 
that convention and corroborating the testi- 
mony of previous witnesses for the People’s 
party proper. The main object of the affi- 
davits was to show J.J. Ryan was never ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Twelfth Street Tur- 
ner Hall convention and that no committee 
of twenty-one was ever appointed. John 
Dugan wasplaced on the stand for cross- 
examination. Dugan was placed on the stand 
the first day of the hearing, and after testi- 
fying cross-examination was deferred until 
Monday afteraoon, but he was not put on 
the stand Monday afternoon, and when Mr. 
Prendergast wanted to cail him yesterday 
there was violent opposition from the other 
side. Attorney Cox said the witness had been 
kept away purposely and the roster of creden- 
tials of people present at the Bricklayers’ Hall 
convention had also been purposely kept out 
of the way so the People's party could not 
deny the correctness of the roster, Attorney 
Prendergast wanted to introduce affidavits in 
rebuttal and these were objected to streuuous- 
ly by Attorney Cox, but Mr. Prendergast 
maintained that he had a perfect right to put 
in the affidavits, and, although he 
was not allowed to read them, 
he was permitted to file them for 
the information of the court. The affidavits

date for Sheriff; C. T. Raymond and E. J. 
Lindholm. This closed the evidence of both 
factions and the board suggested, as it wished 
to get through with the case today, no argu- 
ments be made by counsel. The suggestion 
was adopted and a decision will be rendered 
this morning or Monday.

“MIKE” DWYER’S CASE CONTINUED. 


Democratic Judge Charged with Assault 
Defended by Bill” Asay. 

There was a four hours’ session of the 
Board of Election Commissioners yesterday 
afternoon. The only fact clearly developed 
was that Republican complainants have little 
hupe to obtain justice at the hands of this 
body. The principal case considered, and the 
one which occupied the major part of the ses- 
sion, was that of Mike Dwyer, a Demo- 
cratic judge in the Ninth Precinct of the First 
Ward. Dwyeris the judge who ordered the 
unlawful arrest ofa Republican challenger, 
William Brown, by a gang of hoodlums, who, 
after a brutal assault, took bim to his home 
and threatened him with violence if he dared 
leave before the next day. A full 
account of the outrage appearea in 
Tun IBU Oct. 17, the day following. 
„Bill!“ Asay, the Democrati¢ instructor in 
** fine work,“ appeared as Dwyer’s attorney. 
Attorney Iles appeared for the Republican 
challenger. John J. Badenoch, the only Re- 
publican member of the board, made a vigor- 
ous effort to secure justice, but he was out- 
voted by the Democrats at every point. 

According to tha evidence of all the wit- 
nesses Brown was received at the registration 
booth by both the Republican and Democrat- 
ic judges and clerks as the official chailenger. 
His credentials were presented to the judges 
and clerks And acknowledged to be correct. 
Brown was not disturbed unti 6:30 in the 
evening of the firat day of registration, when 
it became known he was keepi tab on the 
repeaters marshaled to the booth by “ Hinky 
Dink“ Kenna. The evidence showed that 
at that hour a gang of Hinky 
Dink’s ”’ tou entered booth, 
— the publican judge, Gabrie. 

avoust, and then, upon the order of Mike 
Dwyer, seized Brown, took from him his 
credentiais, his book of identification, and 
then maitreated him, and under the pretext 
of arresting him dragged him to the street. 

„Bill“ Asay presented no proof to show 
this was not true. He did not consider evi- 
dence necessary. The board refused to allow 
Mike Dwyer to be put on the stand, notwith- 
standing Commissioner Badenoch demanded 
he be sworn and questioned as to the part he 
took in the matter. When the evidence on 
the part of Brown was all in Asay demanded 
a dismissal of the case on thé ground of a 
technicality in the law. Bill“ claimed Brown 
was not a resident of the ward in which 
he was serving as chailenger and that the Re- 

ublicans had the right to have but one chal. 
enger in the booth. Attorney Iles and Com- 
missioner Badenoch quoted the followimg 
from Sec. 76 of the election law: 

Each political party shall also have the right 
to a challenger vlaced conveniently outside the 
polling booth but not in the way of the voters. 

Mr. Badenoch and Mr. Iles claimed the 
proper construction of this paragraph was 
that one chalienger should be behind the rail- 
ing with the judges and that the other should 
stand immediately outside the rail. Asay held 
that he should have been in the street. The 
Democratic Commissioners agreed with Asay. 
Badenoch and lies also claimed it was not 
essential that the chalienger should be a res- 
ident of the ward. These two points were re- 
ferred to Attorney Boyle of the commission 
for his decision. The case was continued un- 
til Tuesday afternoon, when Mr. Boyle will 
present his interpretation of the law regard- 
ing the points in question. 

The case against Jacob Addelson, the Re- 

ublican clerk in the Sixth Precinct f the 

ighteenth Ward, was dismissed. His ac- 
cuser was James Branhan, the Democratic 
clerk. The evidence nade it apparent that 
both clerks were incompetent and neglectful, 
but for some reason both were allowed to re- 
main in service. 

W. G. Piggott, a Democratic judge in the 
Thirty-eighth Precinct of the Tweifth Ward, 
was held to the County Court for contempt. 
He assaulted and brutally beat F. N. Grundy, 
the Republican clerk of the precinct, because 
he refused to go with him (Piggott) to cor- 
rect some alleged errors in the suspect list. 

John Leahy, an important Republican wit- 
nessin the case against Democratic Judge 
Dwyer, was railroaded through Police Justice 
Foster’s court yesterday and sent to the bride- 
wellon a fine of $100 on the charge of 
vagrancy. As soon as the news of 
Leahy’s arrest and conviction reached

Q. J. Chott hastened. to Justice Foster and 
fiied an appeal bond. They then went to the 
Harrison Street Station to secure the release 
of the prisoner, - Lieut. Dick Shepard was in 
charge of the station and refused to deliver 
the prisoner. A heated argument followed 
and while it was in progress Leahy was rushed 
off to the brideweftl.

In 1874 under Mayor Colvin there was bor- 
rowed $782,224.62 and certificates of indebted- 
ness issued therefor, and in 1875 there was issued 
$1,063,643.

In 1876 under Mayor Heath there was issued 
certificates of indebtedness and borrowed on the 
same $173,389.04, and afterwards borrowed 
$675,000, issuing paper known as “time war- 
rants’ therefor, on which interest was paid at 
the rate of 6 and 7 per cent. : 

In 1880 under Mayor Harrison, after the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in 1878, there was 
reserved a portion of the tax levies of 1873 and 
1874 when collected to make good the sinking 
funds, which were depleted by the non-payment 
of taxes for those years, but the cash was never 
deposited in the City Treasury to the credit of 
these funds, preferring to use it as he did (to 
save the credit of the city) in paying six months 
interest on the bonds in anticipation of the col- 
lection of taxes appropriated for said interest. 
This money has been so used ever since, but can 
be made good from the tax levy when desired 
without affecting the actual standing of the city. 

In 1891, under Mayor Cregier. his Controller, 
Mr. Onahan, borrowed $526,000 from the banks 
to assist in paying the school teachers, hy pothe- 
cating 3% per cent bonds as security. 

In 1892 Mayor Washburne, by order of the

In 1893, under Mayor Swift, Mr. Wetherell, 
Controlier, borrowed money from the ks to 
pet the interest on the bonded debt and to carry 

34,000 water certificates. This enabled him 
to use current funds to meet the pay-roils in De- 
cember, 1893; $7,958.67 interest was paid on 
these loans.

In conclusion permit me to call the attention 
of your committee to the fact that as the first of 
November is rapi approaching, when we will

Almost all the 
First-Lieutenarts of the army are applicants 
for ohe or the other of these positions, for 
they give the rank of Captain with the pay 
and emoluments. All the papers in these 
cases were sent to the President for his infor- 
mation today.

Current gossip about what might happen if 
neither of the great political parties should 
elect its candidate for President of the United 
States in 1896, and the election of President 
should be thrown into the House of Represen- 
tatives, lends naturally to discussion in regard 
to the action of the Senate, if there should fail 
to be an election of a Vice-President by the 
electoral votes, or if the House of Representa- 
tives should get into a deadlock and fail to 
elect a President before the 4th of March next 
following, in which latter case the Vice-Presi- 
dent, under the Constitution, shall act as 
President as in the case of death or disability 
of the President.’’ The Senate has been called 
upon but once to elect the Vice-President. 
That was in 1837. The count of the electoral 
votes of 1836 in the joint assembly of the two 
Houses, in February. 1837, showed that Mar- 
tin Van Buren had 170 votes, a majority of the 
whole numbereof electoral votes, and was 
therefore duly elected President of the United 
States for the term commencing with the 4th 
of March, 1837. But no person had a major- 
ity of the whole number of electoral votes as 
Vice-President, and an eleccion to that office 
had not been effected. The President of the 
joint assembly, Vice-President William R. 
King, announced that Richard M. Johnson 
of Kentucky and Francis Granger of New 
York were the two highest on the lists of 
electoral votes; and that it devolved on the 
Senate of the United States, as provided in 
the Constitution, to choose from these persons 
a Vice-President of the Uriited States. The 
Senate then immediately returned to its 
chamber and proceeded, as the Constitution 
provides, to choose a Vice-President. Mr. 
Johnson received thirty-three votes and Mr. 
Granger sixteen votes. The-President of the 
Senate thereupon declared Johnson constitu- 
tionally elected Vice-President for four years, 
commencing on the 4th day of March, 1837.

Wasuiveron, D. C., Oct. 26.—Another case 
of smallpox was developed this morning in 
the Interior Department, James I. Parker 
of Indiana, a law clerk in the division where 
the other cases were ‘reported, being the vic- 
tim.

Committee Touching Post- 
masters in the State of Washington. 
Wasninetor, D. C., Oct. 26.—The Civil 
Service Commission has received from a Post- 
master in Washington State a copy of a circu- 
lar from the Democratic committee levying 
an assessment of $5 on each Postmaster. It 
has the heading of the committee and is signed 
by Charles De France, Secretary.

All 
of the government service not under the civil 
service law forms a vast weary chest; by means 
of whichis gained an unhealthy stimulus to po- 
litical activity of that very class in a community 
which we shovld be most sorry to see interested 
in politics. It is mere nonsense, and dishonest 
nonsense, to say that better service can be ob- 
tained by having in subordinate positions men 
who are of the same political rty as the 
head of an administration. he railway 
mail service can be ci as proof of this. 
The rigid enforcement of the civil service law is 
the reason why there has been no deterioration 
in the service in the changes of administration. 
The rest of the government service should be 
treated] in just the same way. Not only ali post- 
office employés. but Postmasters themselves 
should be appointed without the least regard to 
politics. The Internal Revenue Office should be 
classified and all its men appointed regardless of 
politics. The Indian school service is another 
object lesson of non-partisan service. 

hat has been going on recently in Pittsburg 
shows the iniquity of the spoils system. There 
one of the Congressional candidates has actuaily 
sought to levy a politival assessment amounting 
to a month’s salary on the employés of the In- 
ternal Revenue Office. The commission recently 
had beforeit the case of Recorder of Deeds Tay- 
lor and during the investigation it was proved 

wherever the civil service iaw did not obtain 
in Washington a system of actual terror existed 
in the public service and that janitors, 
porters,and ali other employés were forced 
to pay politicians for places and pay 
to retain them. Anything more degrading, 
more servile, more vicious, cannot be imagined. 
The law is steadily making headway. In 
Indiana there was a practical failure in hav- 
ing the law absolutely enforced during Mr. Cleve- 
land's first administration. At the beginning of 
Mr. Harrison's administration a rigid observance 
of the law had been accomplished. On the other 
hand, during the present administration, there 
had been great difficulty in a number of smaller 
Indiana postoflices in which Postmasters have 
made every effort, sometimes successfully. to 
evade and nullify the law. Several of these 
cases are now under consideration.

dene in some of these offices, but it is also keep- 
ing a vigilanteye on political assessment mat- 
ters. The law unfortunately is not strong enough.

TO BE PROSECUTED UNDER STATE LAWS. 


Persons Who Fraudulently Register Can- 
not Eacape Proper Punishment. 

Wasuineoton, D. C., Oct. 26.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Olney, speaking of the statement of the As- 
sistant District Attorney at Kansas City thaf 
there was no law by which election frauds 
could be punished in United States courts, 
eaid that without speaking as authoritatively 
as he would ona careful examination of the 
statutes he was of the opinion the Kansas 
City attorney was correct. By the act passed 
by Congress last February repealing the Fed- 
eral elections law Congress had done away 
with all election control so far as United 
States courts were concerned, and had taken 
away their jurisdiction. At the same time 
there was no doubt in his mind State laws 
were in existence by virtue of which election 
frauds. whether of registration or of voting, 
could be punished by State courts.

United States Engineer Says They Encroach 
on the Channel of the South Branch 
Eighteen or Twenty: Feet=Specifications 
in the Permit Not Followed by the City 
Metropolitan “LL” Said to Be in the 
Same Fix=—Strike Deputies Get a Black 
Eye Instexd of Extra Pay. | 


Onpt. W. L. Marshall, United States Engi- 
neer in this city, yesterday notified Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Jones that the obstruc- 
tion to navigation in the new city 
bridge building a“! Van Buren street 
must be removed at once. Marine men 
claim the abutments of the new 
bridge at Van Buren street are encroaching 
on the channel of the South Branch of the 
river eighteen to twenty feet, and if the city 
had been allowed to complete the bridge as it 
is being built it would have been impossible 
for two boats of large sizeto have passed each 
other in that part of the river. They united 
in commending Capt. Marshall’s action. 

The bridgeat Van Buren street is to be of the 
bascule type and will have no center pier, In- 
stead of swinging like some of the other bridges 
one-half of the bridge is lifted in the air on 
each side, leaving @ clear channel for the 
passage of boats. The permit granted by the 
Secretary of War provided for a draw 100 
feet wide in a straight line with the river, 
The bridge of the Metropolitan Elevated rail. 
road just above the street bridge is to be of 
the same character. It is also said this 
bridge has abutments extending into the 
river further than the permit specified, and

“The permit of the street bridge at Van 
Buren street that the draw shall be 
100 feet wide in a straight line parallel with 
the banks of the river. Capt. J. S. Dunham 
said yesterday. Capt. Marshall and I went 
to the bridge this morning and carefully 
meatured the draw and found the channel 
was encroached upon materially. 
After the abutmeats were built, of course,

against passing e up se- 
eral feet on each side. Inside of these fenders 
the draw is only ninety-two feet from side to 
side. But the has not been built so 
the draw is parallel with the river, but at right 
angles to the street. At that point the river 
runs somewhat east of south, so the real open- 
ing for boats bound up and down the river 
is not over eighty feet. Inasmuch as the per- 
mit states plainly the draw must be 100 feet 
wide in a straight line with the river this 
makes altogether an obstruction to ena viga- 
tion twenty feet wide. It is my opinion 
the permit to build the bridge did not allow 
tor an abutment the outer side of which was 
not parallel with the river bank. The gov- 
ernment never has work done this way, and I 
see no reason for an exception to the rule in 
this case. We also found that the abutment 
to the elevated railroad bridge just above Van 
Buren street projected out into the river too 
far, and I think that this will be also. 
Everybody has a desire nowadays to steal 
from the river whenever there is an oppor- 
tunity, and marine men will be grateful to 
Capt. Marshall for having put his foot down 
so hard on this latest steal.

SAFETY BOXES ARE FOUND TO HAVE 
BEEN RIFLED AT OMAHA, NEB, 


Discovery Kept Secret by the Officials of 
the Omaha National and the Police, 
and the Amount Taken Is Not Kuown 
No Explanation of the Way the Job 
Was Done—Ranch Property Destroyed 

by the Nebraska Prairie Fires General 
Northwest News. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—The 

fact was made public today that a large sum 


-of money had been mysteriously taken from 


boxes in the safety vaults of the Omaha Na- 
tional Bank. The discovery was made more 
than two weeks ago, and every precaution has 
been taken by the bank officials to keep the 
matter a secret. Chief of Police Seavey and 
one of his detectives have been working on 
the case, and J. H. Millard, President of the 
Omaha National Bank, has given the larger 
share of his time since the discovery to an ef- 
fort to unravel the mystery. He has even 
made a trip to Chicago for the purpose of 
making a special investigation into the work- 
ings of the safety-deposit system in that city 
to discover, if possible, whether any impor- 
tant precautionary measures had been neg- 
lected in the Omaha vault system. 

The principal loser in the case as far as 
known is William Gladish, the retail drug- 
gist. Gladish has been the lessee of a box in 
the vaults of the Omaha National for a num- 
ber of years. Last March he placed in his 
box the sum of $2,700 in gold. He discov- 
ered Uct. 5 about $1,200 of the amount was 
missing. He notified Mr. Millard and the in- 
vestigation commenced. 

So far, however, all efforts to discover the 

manner in which the money was lost have 
failed, and the bank authorities as well as the 
police are as much in the dark as ever. An- 
other party who claims to have lost money 
from the vault is Blanche Wilson. Sheclaims 
three $100 bills have been abstracted from 
her box and that she has no means of know- 
ing bow the money was lost. 
The discovery of the losses has overwhelmed 
the Omaha National officials with perplexity. 
They place every relience on the parties who 
have any connection with the management of 
the vaults, and are thoroughly in the dark as 
to how the losses could have occurred. 

The vaults are constructed in the basement 
of the bank building. The private boxes are 
surrounded with every safeguard the ingenui- 
ty of science can devise. individual 
boxes, of which there are several hundred, are 
inside a burglar- proof vault, constructed of 
the best hardened steel, and supplied with 
double time locks. Each private box has a 
strong lock, which cannot be opened without 
the use of two different keys. 

No theory of sufficient plausibility to at- 
tract attention has been advanced on the sub- 
ject. All the boxes are being examined. 


RANCH PROPERTY CHIEFLY SUFFERS. 


Extent of Luss by Nebraska Prairie Fires 
Is Still Uncertain. 

Mom, Neb., Oct, 26,—[Special.]—Re- 
ports of the damage resulting from the prai- 
rie fires that continue to devastate Grant, 
Cherry, and Sheridan Counties are gradually 
drifting in. The loss of life will be less than 
a dozen, it is thought, though yet there is 
nothing certain in any direction. The great 
damage is to pastures, hay, and ranch prop- 
erty and range cattle. In every county this 
will run into the thousands. 

In this section che fire which is now raging 
started Sunday afternoon on the road be- 
tween Whitman and Pullman postoffice. A 
man about a mile from the road saw the fire 
almost as soon as it started in a little bunch 
of hay beside the road. At the same time he 
saw a man drive a team away from there 
with the horses on the run. This fire was all 
whipped out Sunday night. Fire again start- 
ed in about the same neighborhood Monday 
and swept eastward ata furious rate, taking 
everything of the ranchmen. Thousands o 
tons of were consumed and two 
unknown men were burned to death about 
nine miles nortan of town yesterday while try- 
ing to backfire to save their homes. As near 
as can be learned it has burned from the mid- 
die Loup River to the north Loup, about forty 
miles. On all sides are found dead cattle and 
ruins of ranchers’ homes. The ranchers’ 
families are supposed to be near the streams, 
where they are being sought. As fires break 
out and sweep across the country rapidly un- 
der the prevailmg high wind settiers who 
are near the streams for protection will not 
leave their hiding places for several days. 
Thus accurate information will be delayed 
some time. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 26.—[Special.|—So far 
as could be learned trom the General Man- 
ager’s office of the Burlington road the 
prairie fires now devastati the northwest 
portion of Nebraska are confined to the ter- 
ritory between the lines of the Burlington 
and Elkhorn systems.

At 
the Elkhorn headquarters the same condition 
of affairs was met with as at the Burlington 
headquarters, the general impression being 
that the fires were confined to the southern 
portion of Cherry County.

LOWE INDORSES THE GATHMAN LENS 


Says the Invention Will Revelutionize 
BSidereal Research. 

Prof. T. S. C. Lowe of Pasadena, Cal., in- 
ventor and owner of the Mount Lowe railway 
and also an astronomer of note, thinks the 
invention of a Chicago man has revolution- 
ized the entire scope of telescopic research. 
Mr. Lowe is makinga business trip through 
the East and is stopping in Chicago for adiew 
days. Tuesday night Prof. Lowe examined 
the new, telescope invented by L. Gathman of 
No. 46 Lincoln avenue of this city. Mr. 
Gathman and his new glass have heretofore 
been pronounced exceedingly visionary, and 
the inventor is naturally highly elated over 
the indorsement of a man of the 
scientific standing of Prof. Lowe. Mr. 
Gathman’s method of construction is 
diametrically spposed to the old plan. In- 
stead of one large lens, which, owing to the 
difficulties surrounding manufacture, has al- 
ways been full of defects, Mr. Gathman has 
built a telescope composed of a number of 
small lenses two inches in diameter. These 
lenses are set in a stiff glass frame or sash 
and are exceedingly homogeneous, dense, and 
clear. The combined effect of the small 
lenses causes them to be taken asa single 
lens.. Telescope builders have denounced 
this theory as totally infeasible and im- 
practicable. Prof. Lowe says the idea is a 
success and is one of the mos important dis- 
coveries for years in astronomical science. 

“Andrew MeNallis first wrote me about 
Mr. Gathman’s telescope, said Prof. Lowe. 
‘*] confess when the idea was first presented 
to me I was not favorably impressed with its 
practicability. I promised to look at Mr. 
Gathman’s invention, however, at my earliest 
opportunity, and did so Tuesday night. I ean 
only say I was exceedingly surprised and cor- 
respon ingly leased to be able to see the 
moons and belts of Jupiter in looking through 
Mr. Gathman’s seven-inch telescope. e 
oceans and divisions of Mars were also de- 
fined in an astonishingly clear man- 
ner, notwithstanding all the adverse 
conditions which surround Chicago for 
astronomical observation. I have a six- 
teen-inch instrument on Mount Lowe 
but Iam free to say if Mr. Gathman’s tele- 
scope was put Upon the market the Mount 
Lowe company would be ready and willing 
to place one of them. I see, no reason why 
a fifty-inch instrument could not be made 
which would work wonders in astronomical 
discovery. Such a telescope as the Lick could 
not, in my opinion, be put in the same class 
with a telescope built on these lines. It opens 
the entire question anew, and it looks to me 
as if no limit can now be put on the possibili- 
ties of sidereal researeh. It is certainly a 
wonderful discovery. 

Mr. Gathman says he can build an instru- 
ment for $10,000 which will be as effective 
as the famous Lick telesco Prof. Lowe 
does not doubt the truth of this statement. 


ANTITOXINE MAY BE USED HERE, 


City Health Department Prepsgring 
Check Any Diphtheritic Epidemic, 


As a result of the agitation in Chicago over 
the introduction of the new antitoxine for 
diphtheria, it is possible a popular subscrip- 
tion will be started for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a quantity of the new toxine to be 
used among the poorer ciasses. Commission- 
er Reynolds of the City Health Department 
has been visited by many citizens in refer- 
ence to the matter and yesterday he discussed 
it at some length. In a letter to the editor of 
one of the German newspapers of the city 
Commissioner Reynolds says: 

A representative of your journal has called 
upon me to learn what the Department of Health 
is doing with respect to the new treatment of 
diphtheria. It seems proper that I should pro- 
mise by saying, with reference to the implication 
of the inquiry, that—except as to smallpox and 
other unusual contagious diseases threatening to 
become epidemic—it is no part of the function of 
the Department of Health to deal with the treat- 
mént or cure of disease: belongs to th 
County Commissioners and is provided for in the 
County Hospital. The department. however, 
has not been unnindful of the wonderful success 
of the Behring anti-toxine.and has already placed 
its order for a supply of the serum for test pur- 
poses, which is as far as the department may 
properly go in the ase of its appropriations. The 
department has for some months been affording 
to physicians free of charge a means of promptly 
detecting this dread disease—diphtheria. Fals 
is really ouly less important than the new treat- 
ment, since the success of the diphtheria anti- 
toxine depends to a very great extent on its use 
in the early stages of the disease. 

Commissioner Reynolds says he is making 
a careful study of the work in checking diph- 
theria in its ravages in the Old Worid, and in 
case it becomes epidemic in Chicago the de- 
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partment will be weil 1 to handle it fitted 
speed.

A meetmg of the Third Division of the First 2 


Battalion of the Illinois Naval Militia was 
held Thursday evening for the purpose of 
electing a commander of the division, but the 
election was not held. The recent Lieutenant 
commanding, Arthur Dovale, whois also acan- 
didate for reélection, says Lieutenant-Com- 
mander B. M. Shaffner, Chief of the Battal- 
ion, stopped the election in the interest of his 
son, Clarence B. Shaffner, Junior Ensign of 
the division, and in violation of an order from 
Springfield to hold an election. Lieutenant. 
Commander Shaffner says the presiding officer 
of a militia meeting has the right to adjourn it 
any time, and he intends to keep Dovale out 
of the battalion because he stirs up strife 
among the men. Meanwhile the election 
bangs fire and Mr. Dovale is figuring on 
whether he can have Capt. Shaffner tried by 
court martial, 

The trouble grows out of personal differ. 
ences between Dovale and the elder Shaffner. 
Dovale says he was instrumental in getting a 
commission as Ensign for Capt. Shaffner’s 
son, and subsequently he wanted the commis- 
sion withdrawn. Lieut. Dovale resigned from 
the service Sept. 24. This left a vacancy to 
fill,for which the meeting of Thursday evening 
was called. Dovale claims Capt. Shaffner’s 
son was a candidate for the place and both 
he and his father electioneered among the 
men in his behalf, the father’s influence as 
commander of the battalion naturally being 
great. Dovale claims, too, it was unusual for 
the commander to attempt to influence the 
men, and doubly so for him to preside at an 
election at which his son was a candidate, 

MeNalta the Natural Successor. 

‘Junior Lieut, McNulta was the natural 
successor of Dovale, so far as rank goes, and 
Dovale says when the men saw there was to 
be an attempt to lift an Ensign over 
MeNulta's head many of them came to him 
(Dovale) and ask him to become a 
candidate for the position. Dovale says he 
resolved to run and McNulta withdrew in 
his favor. He says, too, Capt. Shaffner wrote 
him asking him to withdraw and telling him 
he would use his influence against him. To 
this Dovale replied refusing to withdraw and 
saying the choice of a commander lay with 
the men of the division. 

the. meeting Dovale, 
vent to the armory 
and did some electioneering on his 
own account among the men. He says as 
presiding officer the Captain hai no right to 
take part in the proceedings, but he made u 
speech to the men intimating the battalion 
was not large enough te hold both himself 
and Dovale. The latter says he was nominat- 
ed and seconded with a whoop, and that there- 
upon Capt. Shaffner peremptorily adjourned 
the meeting sine die. 

Story of Passage of Werds. 


‘After the meeting Dovale and the Captain 
had some words. Dovale says he told him he 
had no right to adjourn the meeting until an 
election had been held. Capt. Shaffner told 
Dovale he had no business in the armory, and 
Dovale says he told the Captain he could not 
put him out. a 

Capt. Shaffner said yesterday most of the 
charges made by Dovale were without foun- 
dation in fact. He admitted he did not want 
Dovale in the battalion, saying he was contin- 
ually making trouole, and had to leave the 
Second Regiment, I. N. G., for the same rea- 
son. Capt. Shaffner said he did not want to 
put his son in command of the division for 
the reason he was not competent for the place. 
his son, he said, was an Ensign and would re- 
mainan Ensign. It had been arranged, he 
said, to have McNulta elected Senior Lieu- 
tenant. Capt. Shaffner said he had not at- 
tempted to influence the men in favor of his 
son; he had spoken to nobody, and all he had 
done was with the interest of the naval re- 
serve in view. 

Incidentally baer ge Shaffner said his com- 
mand was in g shape.

BINDER TWINE MAKES A HOT FIRE. 


Deering Manufacturing Plant Suffers Losses 
* Amounting te $225,000, 
Harvesting machines and binder twine ma- 
terial fed a disastrous fire yesterday morning 
in Warehouses 31 and 32 at the Deering har- 
vesting machine plant at Deering. Property 
worth about $225,000 was destroyed. In- 
surance policies covered the stock and the 
loss will fall on the companies, Estimates 
on the ruins distribute the damage as fol- 
lows:

The reapmg machines were in Warehouse 
32 and were north of the main sweep of the 
flames. They were valued at $250,000 and 
were not totally destroyed. mes 
started in Warehouse 31, which was filled 
from top to bottom with baled hemp, manila, 
and sisal material used in the manufacture of 
binder twine. Both storehouses were under 
the same roof, but were separated by a heavy 
fire wall, making practicaily one building. 

The damaged warehouse is 200x150 feet 
and of brick construction. It stands three 
stories in heighth and was stored on every 
floor with inflammable material. In the 
northend the warehouse was stocked from 
roof to basement with bales of sisal. Since 
the Deering interests separated themselves 
from the cordage trust the company has 
made the twine used by its harvesting ma- 
chinery and the stock in the warehouse was 
for that purpose. The fire caught in the 
basement among the stores of sisal and spread 
through the upper and northern parte of the 
building and to the stock of manufactured 
machines in the southern end. That part of 
the warehouse was filled with farm imple 
ments set up ready for shipment and with 
completed machines that had not been put 
together. The greatest loss to the company 
was caused by damage to these machines. 
The flames broke through the fire wall and 
the. intense héat from the furnace of burning 
rows of completed ma- 
chines so much tinder when the sparks reached 
them. Volumes of water were poured into 
the storehouse. It availed only to check’ the 
progress of the flames, but did not extinguish 
them until thousands of dollars’ worth of val- 
uable stock was in ruins, 

Speaking of the origin of the fire Charles 
Deering Jr. said: “The theory of spon- 
taneous combustion is not reasonable, as sisal 
hemp is not combustible. It may be that one 
of our workmen wanting to smoke surre 
titiously, for smoking in the works is strictly 
forbidden, went into one of the unused rooms 
and carelessly threw away a match.“ The 
total insurance on building and contents was 
$200,000, placed in the following companies 
mainly:

It was found in South 
Africa and sold to the Rajah of Najam for 
$1,800,000 by Mr. Jacobs. who is the 
original “Mr. Isaacs in Mr. Crawford's 
story of that name. This diamond weighed 
428% carats in the rough. A very large 
diamond has been found recently in South Africa, 
weighing in the rough 900 carats. Some time 
ago the Emperor of Germany was negotiating for 
it. The Regent or Pitt diamond, old East India 
one, belongs to the Republic of France. It is the 
only one of the crown jewels retained by the 
government. The finest cut diamond in the world 
weighs 136% carats. The Kob-i-noor belongs to 
the British crown. At first it weighed, as cut by 
the East Indians, 793 carats. It was cut down 
by a famous Venetian lapidary to 186 carats, and 
since then has been cut as a brilliant to its pres- 
ent weight, 106 1-16 carats. The Orloff diamond 
was originally called the Grand Mogul. It 

194% carats, and is rose cut. If cut as a 
brilliant it would probably weigh 115 carats. it 
was bought for the Empress Catherine by Count 
Orloff from an Armenian merchant for £90,000, 
an annuity of 4,000 rubles, and a royal title. 
The Star of the South diamond was found in 
Brazil. It weighs 125 carats, cut. and was 
purchased by the Maharajah of Baroda in 1867

JOHN B DRAKE PUROHASES WASE- 


INGTON STREET PROPERTY. 


Pays $300,000 Cash for 81% Feet by 120 


and Adjoining the Building Already 
Owned by Him at the Wabash Corner 
Price Paid Shows There Is No Heavi- 
ness in the Realty Market-May Be 
Made a Hotel. 

John B. Drake paid $800,000 for a Wash- 
ington street lot yesterday. It is the largest 
sale of down-town real‘gstate that has been 
made in months and was closed yesterday 
through Edgar M. Snow & Co. The property 
is Nos. 8 to 12 Washington street, and it was 
sold for cash. It has a frontage of 8134 
on Washington street, just west of Garland 
place, and a depth of 120 feet. It is pur- 
chased by John B. Drake from the Michigan 
Stove company of Detroit. The property ad- 
joining on the west,81 feet on Washington street 
and 120 on Wabash avenue, is already owned by 
Mr. Drake, so that this purchase gives him con- 
trol of the corner of Wabash avenue and

Washington street entirely thrbugh to Gar- 
land place, which is a forty-foot street. The 
buildings on these two lots are uniform, with 
floors of the same level, and both buildings 
are occupied by the Tobey Furniture com- 
pany. The lot purchased yesterday is covered 
bya seven-story and basement stone-front 
building, for which the furniture company 
pays a rental of $20,000 per annum. 

The building is asubstantial one, erected 

shortly after the fire of 1871 by Nathaniel 
Wilder. It is now regarded as worth 6100, 
000, so the land figures in the transaction at 
$200,000, which is an equivalent of $20 a 
square foot or $2,450 a front foot for the 
Washington street frontage. The property 
was purchased by the Michigan Stove com- 
pany for a warehouse in December, 1885. 
The company then paid $135,000 for it, buy- 
ing from the Connecticut Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company, who had taken it under fore- 
closure from Mr. Wilder. The stove com- 
pany shortly after moved its salesrooms and 
warehouses to Quincy street and the property 
has since that time been leased. 
There have been no recent sales of similar 
property to make exact comparison with the 
price paid for this. The corner diagonally 
opposite is covered by the new Marshall 
Field’s retail building and the prices paid for 
the Washington street frontage under that 
building ranged from $27 to $45 a foot, with 
the corner at about $46 a square foot. The 
property at Nos. 109-111 Wabash avenue sold 
at $34.75 a square foot and Nos. 147-140 
Wabash avenue was leased on a valuation of 
$23 a square foot. These figures indicate the 
price paid by Mr. Drake isa fair one and 
down-town values, as indicated by this tran- 
saction, show no heaviness. 

The fact this purchase gives’ Mr. Drake a 
holding of 120x162% feet at the corner of 
Wa avenue and Washington street gives 
rise to some speculation as to what he intends 
to do with the property. It is of course a 
well known fact the lease of the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel expires soon and leads to the 
thought he may possibly intend converting 
this property into a hotel. Mr. Drake de- 
clinea to talk on the subject, but it is con- 
jectured that ih the event of his failing to 
make satisfactory terms for a new lease of 
the Grand Pacific property he muy turn this 
corner into a hotel. 


MILLERS OUTTING FLOUR PRIOES, 


Despite Selling Agents’ Statements the 
War Goes Merrily on. 

Flour, these days,is the grocers’ delight, 
for while the war among the Minneapolis 
millers goes merrily on the man who runs 
the corner grocery is making hay. According 
to the jobbers who take flour in cariots, the 
price for the product declined 10 to 15 cents 
a barrel yesterday. In fact, since the com- 
bination among the big mills went to pieces a 
week ago the market, the jobbers say, has 
been demoralized and flour can be bought at 
almost any price. It bas been steadily going 
lower by five cent jumps ata time until the 
reduction has reached 25 cents on the barrel. 
In the meantime the wide-awake housewife, 
who reads the paper and keeps posted, has 
taken advantage of these conditions. But the 
millers say thereisno waramongthem. They 
claim they are just trying to sell their flour at 
the market price and few of them will admit 
the reduction in prices is more than the influ- 
ence of competition. A flour merchant who 
represents some yee 2 small country flour 
mills on the Board of Trade said yesterday 
— 5 — to the low prevailing prices and 

ttled condition of the market he was 
— Scone to do any business, as he could not 
compete with the pigger milis. He claimed 
he heard of sales of ashburn-Crosby super- 
lative at $3. and Pilisbury’s best at $3.25. 
This is for carlots. 

Manager Holley of the Pillsbury-Washburn 
company insisted that Pillebury’s best in car- 
lots to the jobbers was not sold lower than 
$3.75, and their Washburn’s best at $3.25 a 
barrel. One of his competitors declared he 
would wager $1,000 that the latter brand 
sold at $3 yesterday, and said he had in forma- 
tion from several sources confirming this. 

A local wholesale grocer was quoting Pills- 
bury’s best at $3.75 a barrel. and assured his 
customers he would fill orders at that figure. 
Mr. Holley was asked how a jobber could sell 
flour in small lots at $3.75 and haul it from 
the car to his store, and again to the smail 
grocer, when he paid the same price to the 
miller fur that brand. Mr. Holley said the 
jobber had no Pillsbury’s best and could not 
get any, and with the Washburn-Crosby brand 
it is almost the same. 

O. V. Martin, Chicago manager for the firm, 
declares the price for ge Washburn superla- 
tive brand to be $3.35 to $3.40 in carlots. 
The jobbers say the price is $3.25 a barrel, 
and at noon yesterday there were rumors it 
could be bought at $3.10 to $3.15, which 
meant that the firm made another reduction 
of 10 to 15 Cents a barrel. It is difficult to 
obtam the exact status of the affair, but in 
the méantime the jobbers look for no higher 
prices, especially as the..vheat market con- 
tinues weak. For the first time in many years 
the dear public has a chance to avail itself 
of cheap flour, and it seems to be doing it.

Huntington: The charin of these tales, 
each of . which incioses a fine and 
delicate pyschologic study, eludes analysis. 
Simple in motive, pure in sentiment, some- 
times enlivened with humor, but oftener per- 
vaded with ideal meiancholy, their attractive- 
ness lies partly in the sincerity with which 
they image Greek life of today, partly in the 
revelation of the author's character, which 
his Svanish translator finds at once opti- 
mist ie and sad, circumspect, conciliatory, and 
gently severe.“ It is interesting to learn 
turther from the introduction that hort story- 
writing is but a small part of the author's 
acttvittes—that he is a lover of Shakspeare 
and has made the E.izabethan’s plays familiar 
on the boards of Athens, And as Col. Hunt- 
ingion aptly observes, No one worthily 
touches Shakspeare remains obscure.’’

Mr. Wilson had 
made up his mind that the employés in Amer- 
ican manufactories could retain the high pay 
they had attuined after thirty years of protec- 
tion after they had thrown down the bars and 
told the European manufacturers to compete 
with them for the possession of this market. 
Mr. Wilson believes that the Americans can 
inundate the world with cheap goods with no 
reduction of wages. 

The first step towards carrying out his ideas 
has been taken and the result is not the in- 
vasion of foreign markets, but the cutting 
down of the American wage scale, He re- 
fuses to see this. He fails to see that this 
country cannot conquer the world without 
still greater sacrifices on the part of the work- 
ingmen. He went over to England to dine 
in good society and to tell his hosts that the 
Americans are going to pull down the tariff 
bars and defy the English manufacturers, and 
also that the manufacturers of this country 
are going to compete with those of England 
in all parts of the world, Then he rushed 
back to the United States to tell the working- 
men of his own State that the tariff is to be 
cut down some more so as to give them for- 
eign markets, and yet their wages will remain 
as they are. 

Those workingmen like those in other“parts 
of the country have been cheated once. Will 
they be cheated again? They let go the sub- 
s:ance of high wages two years ago to catch 
at the shadow of cheap foreign goods. Will 
they let go of what wages they have left for 
the shadow of outside markets? Will they

HOW WAGE-EARNEPS SHOULD VOTE. 

The old story that a burned child dreads 
the flre ought to be verified in the case of 
the workingmen at the election a week from 
next Tuesday. They have been badly 
scorched by the Democratic attempt to re- 
form“ the tariff, so as to enable foreigners 
to sell manufactured goods in our markets 
more cheaply than before. Two yeurs ago 
they believed the Democratic claim that this 
ęou. d and would de done without reducing 
the wages paid to American workers. Since 
then they have had bitter experience to the 
contrary, The event has proved to every 
thinking observer who is unprejudiced that 


when Franklin MacVeagh takes his seat in 
the Senate of the United States they will pro- 
ceed to cut off one-third more from the now 
reduced margin ot profection to American 
labor. This done, it will be necessary to 
make a further reduction in the wages of the 
toilers in order to meet the additional in- 
crease in the competition by foreign manu- 
facturers for supplying our home markets. 
The almost inevitable consequence of this 
will be another series of strikes, for if the 
wage-earners have no more sense than to vote 
the Democratic ticket en masse next month 
the fact will prove they do not reason in re- 
gard to the prices of goods as affected by the 
cost of. the labor required to produce those 
goods. But the employers of labor will 
see thmgs in a d fferent light and 
hold there is nothing to arbitrate” 
in the proposition that they must produce at 
a loss. So, unless the working classes show at 
the polls that they have learned a lesson from 
the sufferings of the last twenty months, there 
will be reason to fear the occurrence of labor 
conditions fully as grave as those of last sum- 
mer. The number of persons out of work, 
either voluntarily or because they are unable 
to find employment, may be greater than 
then, and a mischievous debasement of the 
currency may reduce the capiwl at command 
of employers so much they will be unable 
even to pay low wages for labor because of 
the scarcity of money, with all the gold driv- 
en out and the silver dollars reduced to the 50 
cent basis. 

Of course all this misery is to bo inflicted 
upon the people for the purpose of reaching 
the free trade basis, on which the wage-earn- 
ers of the United States must enter upon a 
hunger contest with the poorly paid toilers of 
Europe. It will be for the purpose of bring- 
ing Northern labor down to the level of that 
on the other side Sf the Atlantic, and for, the 
express benefit of the non-manufacturing 
South, which wants cheap goods and practic- 
ally has. no industries to be ruined bya 
change which would reduce the white toilers 
ofthe North toa wage condition not much 
better than that of the negroes who work on 
Southern plantations. It is the Democrats 
of the South who are dictating this policy 
to their brethren in the North, and are 
deing toadied to by them without any 
consideration for the woes which the 
adoption of the free trade policy would 
bring upon the wage-earners of the North. It

ORGANIZATION FOR MUBIOIPAL 2 
PROVEMENT LAUNOHED, - 

Result of a Movement for 8 Su- 
pervision of Public Work to the Nad 
They Shall More Nearly Represent Ad- 
vanced Idexd of Artistic Beauty=What 
the Conatitution Provides= Possibilities 
of the Lake-Front Explained and Ilus- 
trated by Mr. Patton. 


The Chicago Municipal Improvement 
League was launched yesterday by a provis- 
ional arganization at a meeting i. the rooms 
of the Illinois Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Architects. The organization has 
grown out of the movement among architects 
and artists for an inteliigent supervision 
of public improvements to the end they shall 
conform to artistic standards, Those who at- 
tend the meeting were: Normon 8. Patton, 
S. A. Treat, P. B. Wight of the Illinois Chap- 
ter of Architects. George Tapper, William H. 
Alsip, J. G. MeCarthy of the Builders’ and 
Traders’ Exchange, W. A. Vincent of the 
Civic Federation, Joseph Donnersberger of 
the Chicago Real Estate Board, John Vander 
poel, L. J. Millet of the Chicago Society of 
Artists, Charles L. Strwbel, Robert W. Hunt, 
T. Appleton of the Western Society of En- 
gineers. These formed committees from 
their respective societies to confer upon pub- 
lic buildings and grounds and arrange for a 
perinanent organization. 

N. S. Patton read the in vitation to the meet- 
ing which set forth its o8jects. Joseph Don- 
nersberger was chosen temporary c nde say 
and Mr. Patton secretary. Preliminary to 
the reading the constitution he had pre- 
pared, Mr, Patton said, artists and 
architects. owed. a duty to the pub- 
lie in exercising an influence on the character 
of public buiidmg and grounds, and the other 
societies represented were to some extent un- 
der the same vbligation. Chicago was per. 
haps the only great city that had no central 
point of special interest, such as magnificent 
piles of architecture or pictu ue squares 
and parks. The lake. front, he said, presented 
a great opportunity. It was an appropriate 
place for public buildi monuments, 
and was large enough to give scope for the 
most elaborate desigas, 

How the Censtitation Reads. 


The constitution provides that the name of 
the organization shail be the Chicago Munici- 
pal Improvement League. Its objects are 
stated as follows: “The purpose of this 
league shall be to secure for our city such an 
arrangement, design, and adornment of our 
public buildings and grounds, streets, boule- 
vards, and other public works as shall most con- 
tribute to the convenience aud enjoyment of 
the public; shall stimulate an appreciation of 
art and wive to the city a fit expression of ite 
greatness.”” 

Membership is provided for as follows: 
„This league shall be a union of committees 
of three euch, elected or appointed by such 
organizations interested in the above objects, 
as shail respond to the invitation of this 
league,” 

The organizations represented at the meet- 
ing are named as menibers in the constitu- 
tion and invited to continue their codpera- 
tion. Other organizations may be invited to 
join by a two-thirds vote of the whole num- 
ber of members. Each committee ot three 
shall bea standing committee on the sub- 
jects that come within the scope of the or- 
ganizhtion which it represents. No action of 
the league is to be binding upon the co- 
operating organizations, but is to be advisory 
only. 

Provision is made for the annual election 
of dfficers. The Chairmen of the several 
standing committees are to constitute the 
Beard of Directors. The annual meeting is 
to be held the second Tuesday in November.

In 
fact, continued the local patriot, it is so 
very healthy that I’m afraid there will be 
trouble in the long run. Suppose now that 
our climate keeps every one alive; that peo- 
ple grow old, lose their faculties in 
ninety or a hundred years, then refuse 
to die, and become a burden upon the city. 
This would result in a great expense, and 
it would look bad for the city te have 
the largest poor farm in the United States. 
It would create the impression that there was 
something wrong in our commercial life and 
that our people were paupers, when, in fact, 
the marvelaus life-giving climate kept them 
alive so long that they were simply incapaci- 
tated for active work. , : 

„% Nou may think this a fish story, but per- 
mit me to give you a liemg example,” and 
the San Diegban led me over toa row of 
houses and into a room where I was presented 
to probably three of the oldest inhabitants in 
America—three Indian women so dried up 
and shriveled that I intuitively glanced at 
the window, where the soft wind was blowing 
in, to see if it would not waft one or all of 
these old women away and scatter them over 


the messa. 

It is unfortunate, said my companion, 
“that we have no interpreter, or we could 
have a talk about old times that would as- 
tonish you. Their names are Rosa, aged 126; 
Maria Antonia, 106; and Juana, 116 years. 
To give you a clear idea of Rosa’s age and the 
events which have oecurred, if, as I say, 
the country had been built up 80 that 
there. had been communication with the 
East, she could tell a marvelous story. 
As an example, she could have re- 
membered ton ten party, as 
she waa 6 years old when it took place; and 
she was 7 when the battle of Lexington was 
fought in 1775. If Rosa had lived in the 
East she might have witnessed the battie of 
Bunker Hill and have seen George Washing- 
ton take command of his army of 14,000 
men. She was 8 years old when the Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed. She might 
have visited Washington's camp at Valley 
Forge and well remembered the event, as she 
was 9 years old when the Father of his Coun- 
try was in camp. She might have seen Frank- 
lin before he went on his mission to France, 

„% Rosa was 12 when Benedict Arnold's 
plot was discovered, and she was in the prime 
ot her girlhood when the Constitutional con- 
vention metat Philadelphia, and she might, 
as a young girl, have stood in the throng and 
seen Washington preside. was probably 
a married woman and had children when he 
was chosen first President: Think of it! 
Talking to a woman who lived through all the 
war of the Revolution. When Washmgton re- 
tired. in 1797, she was nearly 30. She 
might have seen John Adams inaugurated 
— could have told you all about the fight 
of the Constellation, and if she had gone 
abroad she could tell you how Na- 

leon looked, as whem he overthrew the 
French Government she was a woman of 31. 
She was almost 40 when Burr and Hamilton 
fought their duel. She might have seen Jef- 
ferson, Madison, and others inaugurated, and 
when the war of 1812 broke out she was 44. 
There are few, if any, persons living who re- 
member the filth President of the United 
States, James Monroe, but Rosa might have 
watched his inauguration. She might have 
known, had she been in the East, every 
President from Washington down to Cleve- 
land. But these events of great na- 
tional importance are a blank to her, She 
was Born in the mountains of Southern Cali- 
fornia in 1768 and has lived here ever since. 
She was born in the year the Franciscans 
took possession of the missions in California. 
She probably saw Father Junipero and was a 
baby toddling about when Portola went in 
search of Monterey. So you see, concluded 
tho speaker, what our country can do. 

This wastwo years ago, when the Indians 
were gathered, and with them the three old 
women, to witness the celebration of the 
350th anniversary of the discovery of San 
Diego by Juan Rodrigues Cabrilio, and this 
year the cafions and mountains gave up the 
Indians again to celebrate the event. 

It was a remarkable sight to look at theee 
old women, and the writer has seen another 
at San Gabriel almostas old. Rosa might 
have passed for 150, yet she was not too old 
to enjoy the good things of life. When look- 
ing at her it was difficult to appreciate the 
fact that here was a person who was a con- 
temporary of Washington, and her identity 
with the events of history on this coast is 
equally interesting. She wasthe only one 
at the great assemolage that did Cabrillo 
and San Diego honor that might have been 
at the founding of San Diego. Yet it was 
not only among the possibilities, but proba- 
bilities. She was a year old when the found- 
ers of that city arrived at the bay to form a 
settlement at the mandate of King Charles 
III. In the party were Father Junipero, 
Father Viscaino, possibly a relative of the 
explorer and navigator, and Father Parron. 
She was contemporanéous with the founders 
of ali the missions of Southern California. 
Rosa was 38 years old when Capt. Pike dis- 
covered the peak of that name in Colorado 
and was a very old woman in Fremont’s 
time. Other Indians, certainly centenarians, 
ene in the celebration of the arrival of Ca- 

rillo.

EDUCATION. OF THE HINDOO GIRL 


Great Care Is Exercised in Training Her 
for Housewilfery. 

The greatest and anxiety of the Hindoo 
mother is to bring up her daughter to home 
life and make her a good housewife. When 
u girl is 7 years of age her mother teaches 
her to cook, and to clean the pots, Hindoos 
have two kinds of washing. One is the daily 
washing of everyday apparel, for the clothes 
are changed every mofning after bathing. 
Every Hindoo must bathe before he takes his 
meals. Religion requires that no food be 
cooked before the person who cooks it has 
bathed, A woman first gives a bath to her 
children, then she takes a bath herself, and 
thereafter goes to cook. The clothes are 
changed and washed every day. 

The little girl washes the smalier clothes on 
a stone and hangs them for drying. She as- 
sists her mother in many small things; she 
sweeps the kitchen; she fetches the utensils; 
she cuts and slices the vegetables; she pounds 
and grinds the spices; she takes out the small 
pebbies from the rice and cleans it in water, 
and, in short, she does all the petty work, a;- 
sistirg her mother. If she cas an infant 
sister or brother she feeds it and lulls it to 
sleep in the cradle. She gathers flowers and 
weaves them into wreaths, with which the 
Hindoo women adorn their hair. 4 

The mother teaches her to sew and to em- 
broider and to make her toilet, which is sim- 

le. She has no paint on her cheeks and no 

ooks and thorns in her hair. She adornsher 
hair with ornamental flowers made of gold. 
These are fixed on the knot of hair. A small 
round mark of red paint is made on her fore- 
head. The absence of the mark from the 
forehead of a woman indicstes that she is a 
widow, for widows have not the privilege of 
wearing it.

State, and even at church committee meetings 
the business is dispatched that more time may 
be had for the exchange of campaiga news. 

It is sober truth we ee bg the 2 
paper is eagerly read by all the women, 
the latest political information may be 
gleaned before the accustomed morning du- 
ties are attended to. The interest taken in 
the candidates before the public is amazing. 
Their respective character, reputation, busi 
ness career, and officeholding ability” are 
keenly scanned and thoroughly discussed 
when women meet. Politics, local, State, 
and national, is the all-absorbing topic. 

Political meetings in this city occur daily 
in private residences and in public places all 
over the city. The women attend them all. 
Mrs. Bonanza. in her luxuriously furnished 
parlors on Capitol Hill, sends out engraved 
invitations for a reception to meet Mrs. 
Squaker, who will talk upon the issues of the 
day. These invitations go not only tu the 
privileged class who have in the past 
been upon her visiting fist but to the 
mistresses of humbler homes in the neighbor- 
hood, whose existence prior to the campaign 
was ignored by the hé6stess. At this recep- 
tion, besides Mrs, unker, there appear 
Mr. Ward Heeler, candidate for District At- 
torney, and Mr. Fee Grabber, late Justice of 
the Peace, who is now slated for the high of- 
fice of District Judge. All make nice, com- 
plimentary talks, urging the ladies present to 
redeem the State from the misrule of Pop- 
ulism und the Anarchists now in places of 
trust. Then a collation is served, some one 
sings a song or plays a piano solo, the 
function is at an end, 

Down at Parson Tom Uzzell’s Mission 
Tabernacle the East Denver Woman’s Repub- 
lican club arranges a mass-meeting. The 
ladies from the hill drive thither in their car- 
riages and lend their smiling countenances to 
the occasion. State candidates make the 
usual addresses, the program being inter- 
spersed with songs and piano duets, Thus 
the hnmblest workingman is told where lies 
his duty. Senators Teller and Wolcott speak 
to throngs in the floral-bedecked and flag- 
draped rotunda of the beautiful Brown Palace 
Hotel, while leaning over the bronze railings 
from every floor to the glass roof are hand- 
somely dressed women anxious to know the 
full extent of the evils of Populism and an- 
archism. 

Gov. Waite, returning from a tour through 
the State, where he receives at every stopping 
place as enthusiastic a reception as 
the size of the town can furnish, 
goes to the Coliseum and arraigns the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties in his 
usual picturesque style, and there, too, wom- 
en almost outnumber the men. He attacks 
the aristocracy of Capitol Hill and the Brown 
Palace meetings, where he declares a man 
with overalis anda woman with a calico gown 
would be as much out of place as a bull or 
cow ina china shop. Women with babes in 
arms stand upon the sawdust-strewn floor by 
the hour and listen to such speeches. In ali 
parts of the city, by day and night. political 
talking goes steadily on, the women are 
always as much, if not more, interested than 

men. 

Women upon all sorts of committees visit 
from house to house «soliciting support for the 
respective tickets. The promise of social at- 
tentions and freedom to call upon Mrs. Bo- 
nanza and Mrs. Silver King are offered to 
those women who will come out and assist in 
the work of redemption. 

One enthusiastic woman, Mrs. Sue M. Hall, 
Assistant Secretary of the Republica“ State 
Central committee, said that she proposed to 
give a necktie to every man who would prom- 
ise to support McIntire. When this state- 
ment was published she was immediately in 
great demand. Her pink tartan ties were 
eagerly sought for, and now she has a con- 
tract with a.leading dry-goode house to fur- 
nish her with pink Meclntire ties by the thou- 
sands. A band of women met recently and 
decided to organize McIntire marching clubs 
to be composed of young giris who cannot 
vote, but whose influence is deemed essential 
to the redemption of the State.

They are partisan to the core, and, when once 
they have announced themselves, they defend 
their party ticket to the last, despite what 
may be said. This applies alike to those 
women who publicly appear ia the campaign 
and to those who refuse to leave their homes. 
From the present indications it would seem 
that every woman in this city will go early to 
— LN to cast her first ballot for State 
officials. .

Her duties are not severe—there would be 
less ennui probably if there were more to do 
—and consist chiefly in being on hand if want- 
ed. Just before the dinner hour the maid of 
honor in waiting stands in the corridor out- 
side the Queen's private apartments to re- 
ceiye her as she comes out. She carries a 
bouquet, which, un entering the dining-room, 
she lays beside the Queen's plate. Her piace 
at this meal is next to the gentleman on the 
Queen’s right hand, unless royal guests are 
present, when she is differently placed. 

After dinner, unless otheryise commanded, 
she retires to her own prett? apartments, but 
must bein readiness to answer a summons 
at any moment to go to the dra wing-rooms to 
read, sing, play the piano, or take a hand at 
cards, ‘Queen, by way, is fond of 
cards, and a small stake is always played for.
